Asked to account the National 
Party's rise to p*wer in the gener 
al elections of 1948, Professor Yarn- 
\. : ey.said that Its policy of "apartheiri' 
I -adyoeatlng segregation of the blacks 
I from • the whites In South Africa 
^ apparently, appcBle(i to many of 
the voters. .- 

"Besides," he continued, "there 
....îwas a natural resentment against 
^A/the Smuts Government because of 
j-nîsome of its mistakes in' the war cf- 
^|itorl and because he didn't take any 
/i^itahd on the racial issue.

Divinity Dean 
Gives First 
Address

"Faith in God is prior' to all faith 
and is the ultimate basis In sup- 
port of all knowledge," Dr. James 
Sutherland Thomson M.A., D.D., 
L.L.D., F.R.S.C., Dean of Divinity, 
said in his 'inaugural address in 
Moy(e;HaU,lut'night.v, ; . 

Knowledge's transforming effect 
Is salvation, God must reconcile our 
world lo His — this Is the essence 
of Christianity." « 

Dean Thomson said that there is 
no formal proof for God In phil- 
osophical theology. Recognition and 
reasoning must take place in faith. 

Permanent and important gifts to 
the world have been gained in the 
advances of religion, These said 
Dean Thomson are as follows: the 
Identity of the knowledge of God 
and .the apprehension of moral 
truth,: the knowledge of God as sav' 
ing ^lovâ^ai^ijctvealed in Jesus 
CHruESmSmpning .work .on this 
earth^^weTicncwle^^^ of man open- 
ed to the' reconciled riiind and the 
highest aspiration of all which 
comes upon the soul only when our 
vision is clear and convinces us 
of the everlasting omnl-presence of 
God. 

"It is evident lo many that we 
have encoiintered a crisis in civil- 
ization. From the point of view of 
knowledge, we have reached a 
limiting ' factor, > which presents 
itself in' a failure to realize the re- 
sults of our knowledge In action. 
This failure Is not dn man's Intel- 
lectual, but in his moral and spirit- 
ual capacities, j.. . /. 
t$rU|'à'|;ùniyçn^^^ not onlylo 
conservn" thc^^MwU^v to function 
in the prcsentMBBw true to its 
own nature if in»SecU<any, form 
of knowledge wblci^^lStrclcvant to 
the basic interests of human life." 

In conclusion, Dr. Thomson clari-. 
fled the definition of theology by 
sayihg that it Is not the knowledge 
of God but is the fludy of that 
knowledge, exposed ;to the examin 
atlon of philosophy, set in history, 
and applied In ethics. . ' 

Science is , (he study of what 
things are, Theology is the know 
ledge of what they ought to" be. 
Knowledge of God perishes by neg- 
lect. All of us ipust be personally 
responsible for seeking ^rulh. 

Dr. F. Cyril James, principal,. In- 
troduced and thanked Dr. Thomson.

Broad Studies 

It may appear that^unlverslty life 
In Copenhagen is cslculated to pro- 
vide a merely luxurious' and uncon- 
fined existence. The balance is 
restored, however, by an extensive 
and competent academic side. Ail 
students have to lake an exam in 
their own particular subject, after 
a further year and their finals at 
any date thereafter. Each subject 
is dealt with far more thoroughly 
than here, though Arts students 
have also to take a subsidiary sub 
Ject. _ They are allowed to fail their 
finals twice. In two terms of three 
months each, lectures seminars, but 
no tutorial system, are' provided.

Robert Goodier, described in the 
play as "the perfect English gen- 
tleman," lacked the West-End 
polish and Aiavlty necessary for a 
convincing performance in this 
difficult role. 

Douglas Peterson, as the enrag- 
ed husband, promised to make "a 
horrible scene" in the second act 
but this was accomplished by Rose- 
anna Seaborn who completely ov- 
erplayed his feather-brained wife 
at all times.

When big Marv Melrowili grad- 
uâtes in the' spring, he ..will . be 
able to carry with- him many 
pleasant memories of his teniiro 
here at old McGlll. EtIII there 
will be nothing more pleasant 
than, the memory of the respect 
and admiration shotvn for him by 
his teammates when they voted 
him the number one lineman on 
the team this year. ' 

This was no empty honor accord- 
ed him, for it -is well known that 
linemen, who are the unsung her- 
oes of football, are Jealous of their 
press clippings. For them to pick 
onc^ otiihènudyes for the honor of 
the biut^lineman on the team, to 
accord him all the glory tliey would 
so much like for themselves, makes 
it indeed "a signal honor which the 
big tackle has received, and one 
which is not to be taken lightly by 
anyone as just some more talk. 

STAR OF STARS 
There are some good men on that 
McGill line, which Was adjudged 
the best In the léop this year by 
most of the experts. Johnny New- 
man is no slouch; Wally Kowal, the 
old reliable, has been playing, bant 
up football for several years for 
the seniors. Newcomers Clyde 
Whitman, Bob^MacLcllan and Vin 
ce Capogréco' hkvé all' caught the 
eyes of the various observers 
around the circuit. 

Who then is this big fellow wno 
was chosen as the best of them all 
by this galaxy of stars, each of 
whom is of all-star calibre himself. 
Marv Meirowitz is big, being six 
foot one inch and weighing 205 
pounds. He is â war veteran and 
a product of New York City, where 
ho was born, and Newton High 
School, where he received his first 
education. He is presently takihg 
His fourth year of an Arts course 
here at McGill with the intention 
of going into Foreign Tradé when 
he receives his sheepskin this 
spring. 

Marv, who has a string of first 
names too numerous to record 
here, commenced his atbletio ca- 
reer at Newton High School In 
Newton. Mass. He was a four 
letterman, winning his colors In 
football, basketball, track and , 
baseball. It Is bis proud, boast 
that during his varied career on 
the gridiron he has played every 
position on the squad, except of- 
fensive centre. A truly versatile 
man Is our Mr. Meirowitz. 
While at Newton, Marv had the 
good fortune to be playing with the 
state grid champs. During the time 
Newton reigned over the state, 
there were many now famous grid 
stars playing both with and against 
Marv. One of the more famous of 
these was Phil Dancewjcz,' the 
famous Notre Dame quarterback of 
the early forties. 

Also at this time Newton's bas- 
ketball fortunes were in the as- 
cendant and Marv, who played 
guard for the quintet, found him- 
self playing In the Téch Tourney, 



the number one basketball tourney 
In the state, composed of only the 
top teams in lhe; state. -The New- 
ton aggregation finished isécond In 
the competition, no mean feat to 
accomplish in a state whcro bas- 
ketball is one of the top sports. 

Uncle Sam Calls 
On graduation from High School, 
Marv went into the Navy Air 
Corps. He won his wings as a 
bombardier and was posted to the 
USS Curtis, His tour of . duty: took 
him through 16 months In the Pad 
fic and 11 in the Carribcan. Marv 
took his discharge in 1&40, ..V. 

While in the services, Marv took 
part in the famous U.S. Navy sports 
projgram, carried on at alt Naval 
training schools. He played for the 
S^n Diego Navy football team, and 
later, when transferred to the Seal 
Beach Station, he played baseball 
for the Station team. 

After his discharge in '46 Marv 
went to Manor Hall for a refresher 
and then applied for and was ad- 
mitted to the University of Syra- 
cuse. He stayed there two years, 
during which time he played for 
the Orangemen on their varsity 
grid squad. 

All this brings us to 1941, a 
year of decision for the McGill 
Football team. Marv and Bill 
Nichols, a buddy of Iils, decided 
to come to McGill. Once here, 
they both turned out for the 
squad and both made It. Stan 
'Dick Tracy' Parks, Canada's 
most famous sleuth, decided to 
dig up » few 'facts,' namely that 
our Marv and Bill plus a few 
others were imports and were 
being paid In the coin of the re- 
alm for their services. 
The fallacy of this was obyious 
when it was pointed out' that all 
of those mentioned by Mr. Tracy- 
Park In his most edifying column 
were veterans and going through 
on their D.V.A. and V. A. credits. 
Indeed some of them such as Bill 
Nichols even were working part 
time to augment their meagre al> 
lowances, " . 

In spite of the vilifications of the 
ubiquitous Mr. Parks, Mary and his 
cohorts enjoyed a good season and 
although-the team won only one 
game from Queens they eaincd a 
lot of respect around the league for 
their sharp line play and the' near 
upset of' Western that they pulled 
here, one sunny Sunday afternoon. 

All ,tbe',slgns last year portend- 
ed a good fiitore for the Redmen 
and were borne out this year 
when the Redmen suddenly 
Jumped from doormats to league 
leaders losing out only in the 
sudden death final against West- 
em for tlie crown. Next year 
should, see tbo Redmen rise to 
even greater heights, however 
they will have to do so without 
the services of big Marv who is 
graduating. 

As we have mentioned above a 
large part of the Redmen's sudden 
rise has been due to the good work 
of the line.
